CHANGE FOR MANITOBA M. P. 


Mounted Police Will be Withdrawn 
from Area to be Added Under 
Boundary Settlement 

Ottawa, Ont.—It is reported here 
from an authentic source that plans 
re already being devised by the Man- 
oba Government for the policing of 
the new territory which the province 
Js expected to recelve when the 
boundary arrangements are complet- 
ed, and that the new arrange’nents 
may mean a complete readjustment 
of the force in Manitoba. At present 
the territory which the province ex- 
ects depends upon the R.N.W.M.P. 
or the preservation of law and order, 
but since Manitoba dispensed with the 
services of that force several years 
ago, it is not intended that the new 
flistrict will be long under its juris- 
fiction, but that the province itself 
will take over the policing of its own 
territory clean through to the bay. The 
pew scheme has in view, it fs stated, 
the appointment of a commissioner, 
who will in the added capacity of pro- 
vincial coroner, have charge of in- 
vestigations connected with the com- 
mital of more serious offences, such 
as murder, etc, and the policing of 
the new territory. The name which 
has been connected here with that 
post is that of Coroner Inglis. The 
commissioner will have an assistant 
ender him. 


It is stated that the policing of the 
new territory will involve the appoint- 
ment of patrols, the work of which 
will be much similar to that of the R. 
N. W. M. P. The office of provincial 
chief of police. it is understood, will 
still be maintained, but his work will, 
it is sald, be simply in connection with 
the maintaining of general law and 
prder in the settled parts of the pro- 
vince. ‘

“(1) A general inquiry be at once 
undertaken by the board into all 
freight tolls in effect in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta, and in the province of Ontario, 
west of and including Port Arthur 
and Fort William, with the view that 
in the event of its beine determined 
that the said tolls, or any of them, 
are excearsive, and the same shall be 
reduced as the borrd may determine. 

“(2) A sitting of the board will be 
held at the city of Ottawa on Tuesday. 
the 13th day of February, 1912, at 10 
a.m. to consider the procedure unon 
the said inquirv and eive directions 
with reference thereto.” 


DOMINION PLANS TO EXTEND ZOO 


Preparation of Jasper Park For Game 
To be Taken up in Spring 

Edmonton, Alta.—One of the first 
things which will be taken up in the 
spring by the Dominion relative to 
the government parks in Alberta will 
be the fencing and improving general- 
ly of the property known as Jasper 
Park, where another buffalo herd is 
to be developed, and other animals 
native to this part of Canada are to 
be kept.« 

There are now at Banff a dozen 
each of elk and moose, which are to 
be transferred to other parts, prob- 
ably within a week or two. This has 
been made necessary by the rapid in- 
crease of these animals, From this 
the government is taking hope that 
it will be able to stock its own parks 
hereafter without going to any further 
expense in buying big game. The 
death rate was so low last year, and 
the rate of increase so encouraging, 
that it is hoped the buffalo herd will 
soon have reached a size that may 
make the Canadian Government able 
t>:sell to other parks, and finally get 
back the original investment. 


At present there are a few more | 
| buffalo across the line which may be 


brought over to Canada, as the round: 
up is still going on. Latest reports, 
however, state that black leg is af- 
flicting the buffalo in Montana ser- 
lously, and no more will be allowed 
to come into Canada -until it is thor- 
oughly determined whether or not 
this report is true, and until the pro- 
posed importations are thoroughly ex- 
amined, to prevent the spread of that 
disease in the Canadian herds. 


Ogilvie Managing Director Reviews 
Present Western Situation 
Montreal.—In reviewing the’ pres- 
ent Western crop situation, F, W. 
Thompson, vice-president and manag- 
ing director of the Ogilvie Flour Mills 

Company, said: 

“The total amount of wheat market- 
ed to date exceeds 100,000,000 bushels. 
The bulk of what is now remaining 
in the country is low grade. A large 
proportion of this, variously estimat- 
ed at from 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bushels is totally unfit for milling. 
“While there has been much’ critic- 
ism regarding the transportation con- 
ditions throughout the West it must 
be remembered that the railways have 
shown their ability to move a very 


{large quantity of the crop, when one 


realizes that this includes all graips 
and making due allowances for the 
fact that the harvest this year was 
several weeks later than usual. 

“With the continued development of 
the country it is apparent that trans- 
portation facilities east of Fort WiI- 
liam and Port Arthur. must be very 
materially increased in the immediate 
future.”

Paris, France.—The Chinese ques-

just now in diplomatic circles here. 

The feeling, however, is that nothing 
‘of a concrete fature is justified or 
canbe carried out for the present. 
Nevertheless the point has been raised 
informally in international banking 
circles as to the Wisdom of the bank- 
ing groups and the powers joining in 
the arrangement of some definite sug- 
gestion with the idea of preserving 
the real interests of China. 

It is pointed out in authoritative 
circles that the powers as such are 
not able to intervene unless foreign 
property in China should be endang- 
ered or attacked and the legations 
should report that the time had arriv- 
ed for the powers to act. 

Banking groups, however, are in a 
different position for they are free 
from political considerations. The 
idea is that the banking combinations 
of Russia and Japan might join the 
banking groups of Great Britain. 
France, Germany and the United 
‘States in arranging a concrete plan 
for the settlement of the Chinese dif- 
ficulty which if China herself should 
be unable to solve her own destiny 
might be submitted to the conflicting 
elements and backed by the offer of 
substantial loans in order to help 
place China:on her feet. 

For the present the idea of an in- 
ternational banking conference on the 
subject has not advanced beyond an 
idea. 


FRIENDLY TO BRITAIN 


German Crown Prince Credited With 
Such a Desire 

Berlin, Germany.—Crown Prince 
Wilhelm is now credited with a de- 
sire to emulate the example of his 
father in cultivating the friendship of 
England. 

Since the future emperor has re- 
turned from Datzig, he has done his 
utmost, short of making a public dem- 
onstration to make it clear that his 
behavior during the debate in the 
Reichstag last November was not in- 
tended as an anti-British aemonstra- 
tion, but was meart to show his op- 
position only to certain features of 
the German foreign policy. 

It is stated that he earnestly wished 
to be regarded as a friend to England, 
and that he has written to. many 
friends in the latter country along 
those lines. ’ 


CAPITAL INCREASE TO $25,000,009 


Sir George E. Walker, President o! 
Canadian Bank of Commerce 
Makes Announcement 


Toronto, Ont.—Although it was 
plain that the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, having exhausted its author- 
‘ized capital by the absorption of the 
Eastern Townships Bank, would nec- 
essarily soon seek new powers in this 
direction, the statement of Sir Ed- 
mund Walker, utteréd in the most 
matter-of-fact tone, at the annual 
meeting recently, that the directors 
had decided to recommend an increase 
in the authorized capital to $25,000,- 
000, produced an audible gasp from 
the assembled shareholders. 

The secret obviously had been well 
kept. Indeed, it is possible that the 
decision to make the recommendation 
was not formally ratified until the 
meeting of directors. 


GRAIN GOES SOUTH 


Is Paid im Duty at 


| Large Amount 
North Portal 

North Portal , Sask.—During Sep- 
tember, October, November and De- 
cember there were shipped through 
this port to the United States 12,659 
bushels of Canadian flax, the duty on 
which, at 25c. a bushel, was $3,164.75. 
Of this amount 1,683 bushels were de- 
livered by wagon by farmers close to 
the border, the balance being shipped 
from Milestone, Weyburn and other 
Soo line points. During the same 
period 6,904 bushels of oats entered 
the United States, representing a 
duty of $1,035.65, and 8,366 of wheat, 
representing a duty of about $800. As 
half of this quantity was shipped in 
bond to eastern Canada ints, this 
means @ total of over $5,000 paid into 
the United States treasury by the Can- 
adian farmer near the boundary. 


HEADING FOR PEACE RIVER 


Cc. P. R. Files Route Map for North 
Vancouver Terminus 


Vancouver, B. C.—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway has filed a route map 
to run along the south side of Bur- 
rard Inlet from Port Moody into North 
Vancouver. This is taken as a move 
to propose North Vancouver as the 
southern terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific line to the Peace River coun- 
try. 

The C, P.’R. and other companies 
are said to be ready with proposals 
to build from Vancouver into North- 
ern British Columbia. The question 
is one of the big subjects for the 
coming session of the legislature. 


86,500 TONS OF SOOT IN LONDON 


Annually About Five Tons to Every 
Acre in City are Deposited 

London, Eng.—The Lancet, the lead- 
ing medical journal says that 86,600 
tons of soot are deposited annually 
in Lendon, on an av of 4 1-2 tons 
an acre. This comes chiefly from ill- 
consumed coal, and domestic open 
grates.

| TIED BY ACTS 


| Effurt to amend Favored Nation Treat- 
ies With Foreign Countries 


Ottawa.—At the last Imperial Con- 
| ference, a resolution was passed, up- 
on the proposition of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, asking the British Govern- 
ment to approach the twelve countries 
with whom the United Kingdom has 
“favored nation” treaties; and fo ask 
that they should agree to an amen 
ment of the treaties in such a form 
as to exempt the self-governing do- 
minions from the operation of the said 
treaties. 

It is now annotinced that the British 
Foreign Office has made public the 
fact that the negotiations have fatled 
of success and that every one of the 
countries involved has declined to ac- 
cept the proposition. There are 12 


countries on the list, viz:—Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Russia. Austria- 
Hungary, Spain, Switzerland, in Fur- 


ope: Japan, in Asia, with the Argentine 
Republic, Boliva, Columbia, and Vene- 
zuela, in South America. 

When Premier Borden was asked 
what would be the policy of his Gov- 
ernment in this connection, he re- 
plied: — 

“We will wait until we receive the 
official communication from London; 
and when we have received it. we wil! 
give it due consideration. So far I 
have no knowledge of the matter at 
all.” 

The effect of the refusal to amend 
the treaties will: simply be that un- 
less the British Government is will- 
ing to denounce the treaties, Canada 
will still be tied by the dead diplo- 
mats. 

For instance, the treaty with Den- 
mark was negotiated by the Govern- 
ment of Oliver Cromwell and several 
of the others are also centuries old. 


G. T. P. WANT A BIG LOAN 


Heads of Railway Ask for Assistance 
to Extent of $15,000,000. 

Ottawa, Ont.—President Charles M. 
Hays and William Wainwright, of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, visited Ottawa 
recently on important business, the 
mission affecting relations between 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway and 
the Government. The railway mag- 
nates saw Premier Borden, Hon. W. 
T. White. Minister of Finance, and 
Hon. F. D. Monk, Minister of Public 
Work, with whom they held a lengthy 
conference in the office of the Prime 
Minister. 

The visit had to do with the financ- 
es‘of the Grand Trunk Pacific. It is 
said that the company proposed to 
ask the Government for a substantial 
sum which is placed at fifteen million 
dollars. 

The government under the reVised 
contract of 1904 has already: pledged 
to assist the company in the way of 
bond guarantee amounting to. $13,000 
a mile on the prairie section and three- 
fourths of the mountain section. In 
1909 the company asked for and ob- 
tained a loan of ten million dollars at 
three per cent. from the government.

Those days of verse 1 are spoken of 
in Gal. iv, 4, as “the fullness of time,” 
the time appointed before the world 
was, for the great deliverer to conie, 
for “known unto God are all His 
works from the beginning of the 
world” (Acts. xv, 18), He declareth 
the end from the beginning and doeth 
according to His will both in heaven 
and on earth, turning the king's heart 
whithersoever He will (Isa. xlvi, 10; 
Dan. iv, 35; Ps, exxxy, 6; Prov. xxi, 1), 
So it came to pass that the ba 
ruler’s decree was used by the Lo 
of all the earth to fulfill His purpose 
and to cause the Prince of the kings 
of the earth, the King of kings and 


jthe Lord of lords to be born at the 


long before appointed time and place. 
But so out of harmony with God uw 
this world which He made and the 
people who inhabit it that there waa 
no room for the Creator in the world 
which He had made and no welcome 
for Him. “There was no room for 
them in the inn (verse 7). Does tha 
hought of it lead you to say “Oh come 
to my heart, Lord Jesus there is room’ ~ 
in my heart for Thee?

The story of the shepherds takes u2 
back to Abel'and to Moses and David 
and Amos, and the darkness makes 
us think ofthe darkness that now is 
and will be till He shall come again 
in His glory (Isa. Ix, 1-3). The night 
is far spent, the day is at hand, and 
the time for our new bodies and the 
redemption of Israel is ever drawing 
nearer (Rom. xiii, 11, 12; Luke xxi, 
28). The shepherds were doing just 
as they had always done, watching 
over their flocks, when the angel ot 
the I.-rd came suddenly upon them, 
and the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them (verse 9). Moses and 
David and Amos were keeping their 
flocks, Elisha was plowing, Peter and 
John and others were at their nets, 
Matthew at the receipt of custom, 
when the special call came to them. 
It 1s required of some that they leave 
their former calling and of others that 
they continue where they were and 
therein abide with God (I Cor. vii, 23, 
24), Note the visits of the Lord to 
such lowly people as Hagar, Monoah 
and his wife, Gideon and others and 
in Isa. lvii, 15, His two dwelling plac- 
es. To Zacharias and Mary and the 
shepherds there was given the heav- 
enly “Fear not (verse 10; 1, 13, 30). 
It was also the angel’s message on 
the resurrection morning (Matt. xxviii, 
56). How can we explain our slowness 
to tell all people the good tidings of © 
great joy? Is it because the good tid- 
ings has never brought us the joy un- 
speakable of I Pet. i, 8? The letters 
of II Kings vii, 8, 9, puts us to shame. 
What can we say to Christ? Sudden-. 
ly a multitude of the heavenly host is 
heard by the shepherds saying, “Glory 
to God in the highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men” (verse © 
14). Listen to the testimony of more 
than a, hundred millions of angels -in 
Rev. v, 11, 12, and then if you know 
that you are redeemed join more 
heartily, in the song of Rev. v, 9, 10. 

The Lord Jesus in all His lfe on 
earth never sought His own glory nor 
His own will, and it must have been 
with joy that He said to His Father 
in His great prayer, “I have glorified 
Thee on the earth” (John vi, 38; viii, 
50; xvii, 4). Our motto should be 
“that God in all.things may be glori- 
fied” (1 Pet. iv, 11; I Cor. x, 31). When 
the Lord Jesus shall have become the 
peace of Israel and shall have spoken 
peace to the nations through Israel 
then quickly shall the whole earth 
be filled with the glory of the Lord 
(Mic. v, 5; Zech. ix, 10; Num, xiv, 21). 
His people shall be willing in the day 
of His power (Ps. cx..3). The angels, 
having executed their commission 
went away into hesven; simply went 
home. How easy it sounds, how won: 
derful and glorious it is, that we have 
ever with us these ministering ones 
who behold the face of our Father in 
heaven (Heb. i, 14; Matt. xviii, 10).

The product is known in Germany as 
“gummon.” It ts claimed for hemtit | 
that it has a specific resistance at |

FOOD ADULTERATION. 


Annual Leas te Consumers In France 
Amounts te Millions. | 


000 per year, says Scientific American. 

Bread, which may be called the na- 
tional food of France. has long been 
adulterated largely with talc, a sub- 
stance which is not only indigestible, 
but is exceedingly irritating to the 
gastro intestinal mucous membrane be- 
cause of the sharp crystal fragments 
which it contains. Flour is often mix- 
ed with alum or with potassium car- 
bonate to increase the amount of water 
absorbed, with zinc sulphate to Keep | 
the bread fresh, with copper sulphate 
j and ammonium carbonate, to diminish 
the quantity of yeast required and to 
improve the appearance of bread made | 
with spoiled flour. 

Denatured alcohol, costing one-eighth | 
the price of pure alcohol, is used for 
the manufacture of the liqueurs and 
aperitifs, which are so largely con- 
sumed in France. Alcohol, dena- 
tured by the addition of methy! al- 
cohol, is mixed with an equal volume 
jof water and exposed for a few days 
to the sun, air and rain, which have

the effect of precipitating the methyl 
alcohol so completely that its flavor 
remains barely perceptible. The mix- 
ture is then brought to the desired al- 
cobolic strength by the addition of 
strong spirits, flavored to suit the taste | 
of the consumer and sharpened by the 
addition of a pint of nitric acid to 
each barrel

Brightness of the Sun. 
Camille Flammarion undertakes : to | 
answer in L'Astronomie the follow- | 
ing question, proposed to him by a| 
correspondent: Why are our eyes less | 
dazzled by the sun toward sunset than | 
just after sunrise? Is the early morn-' 
ing sun really brighter than the late, 
afternoon sun? 
There are two answers, one physio- | 
logical, the other physical. The retina | 
becomes progressively more sensitive | 
in the dark. A sudden illumination 
at night dazzles our eyes, whereas the | 
same absolute intensity of light would 
have much less effect in the daytime. | 
During the day the eye becomes grad- | 
ually more and more accustomed to 
the light—in other words, less sensi: | 
tive to it, 
However, the setting sun is probably | 
actually less bright than the rising 
sup because of the diminished purity 
of the atmosphere thrdugh which it 
shines, Solar radiation pumps up an 
enormous amount of moisture from 
the earth during the day. 


Fountain Pen For Draftsmen. 

A detachable container for drawing 
ink which can be slipped into place 
on the handle of a draftsman's pen 
bas been devised by a Los Angeles in- 
ventor, ald by its use the constant 
dipping into the ink bottle is obviated, 
The danger of dropping ink upon the 
paper is avoided likewise. Another 
advantage is that a number of ese 
containers may be carried in a pocket 
case, each of them holding a different 
colored drawing ink, for use in draft- 
ing maps, etc. Thus it is possible to 
dispense with a tray of ink bottles on 
the table.
